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II. OTHER ITEMS : 


1. The new tax ruling issued by Internal Revenue last 
week was inaccurately reported in the Washington Post in 
two particulars: (1) the secondary headline was erroneous 
and (2) the deductible section was incompletely quoted. It 
omitted the phrase "meeting the expressed requirements of 
taxpayer *s employer". This latter will have an effect on 
external Agency training. The General Counsel *s Office is 
releasing an all-employee notice calling attention to the 
new ruling, particularly because of the statute of limita- 
tions and its effect on 1954 claims. All School Chiefs 
have been alerted to the April 15 deadline and are checking 
on individual cases.
